DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The substitute specification filed 06 January 2009 lias not been entered because 
it does not conform to 37 CFR 1 .125(b) and (c) because: 

Applicant does not positively state that the specification contains no new matter. 
The statement "To the best of the undersigned's understanding of the invention, these 
changes introduce no new matter into the specification" is not acceptable as it is not a 
positive statement that the specification contains no new matter. The statement 
suggests that applicant is not sure whether or not any new matter has been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tiie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
malting and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 and 7-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claims contain subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor, at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

In claim 1 the following additives are not supported by the specification as 
originally filed: 
- borate 
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- sulfate 

- sulfite 

- chromate 

- benzoate 

- cyanamide. 

These additives are not supported by the specification as originally filed as the 
original specification is limited to a specific type of borate, sulfate, sulfite, chromate, 
benzoate, and cyanamide. The claim as amended is now broader in scope than the 
original specification and accordingly it contains new matter. 

In claim 7 there is no literal support in the specification as originally filed for the 
phrase "said glycerol constituting about 83% of said solution". 

In claim 8 there is no literal support in the specification as originally filed for the 
phrase "said glycerol consisting about 76% of said solution". 

In claim 9 there is no literal support in the specification as originally filed for the 
phrase "said glycerol consisting about 64% of said solution". 

In claim 1 0 there is no literal support for the use of the broad phrase "alkali metal 
hydroxide" as the specification only teaches the use of "sodium hydroxide". 

In claim 1 6 there is no literal support for the use of the broad terms of 
"dichromate" and "tripolyphosphate" as the specification only teaches the use of 
potassium dichromate and sodium tripolyphosphate. 

In claim 1 8 there is no literal support for the use of the broad phrase "alkali metal 
hydroxide" as the specification only teaches the use of "sodium hydroxide".
